San Francisco, 
M ay I.— A 
feeling 
akin to consternation was created at 
tile inept itig of the general municipal 
committee during the day when Mayor 
Schmitz stated that the city faced a 
shortage in tile food supply. 
It had 
been the popular belief, 
and that of 
many officials also, that San Francis­ 
co had been placed in a position above 
want for a long time to come and the 
m ayor’s declaration came as a painful 
surprise. 
Mayor Schmitz said 700 carloads of 
food and supplies have been distribut­ 
ed since 
tile morning of the 
earth­ 
quake and tile Southern Pacific, the 
Santa Fe and other lines had informa­ 
tion of only 108 cars on the way. 
Rasing his calculations upon reports 
received within the past twenty-four 
hours General Greely stated that the 
available food supply, including ship­ 
ments on hand 
and those 
en route, 
would 
he sufficient 
for tile 
present 
population 
for 
fifteen 
days. 
This 
reckoning is made upon 
the rati* at 
which supplies have been consumed 
since the fire. 
Under the army ration 
system 
that w ill prevail, 
however. 
General Greely stated his belief that 
the food v ill last twentv-one days. 


Ana ■' cr Serious Problem. 


“ W ithin the next twelve hours.” said 
General Greely, “ we shall be obllg d 
to di al with another vigorous problem 
■—the quo ti n of feeding able bode d 
male adults. 
Tho difficulty will be to 
rUsHntrol h 
between clerks, 
steno­ 
graphers, music teachers and others 
who are actually unable 
to return an 
equivalent I r a day’s wages at hard 
labor. 
M< a who are able to work will 
have to find occupation as fast as it is 
presented.” 
Tt was decided that 
relief work at 
Oakland shall be placed 
under m ili­ 
tary 
directions 
sim ilar to that 
in 
vogue here. 
Oakland has been obliged 
to feed and 
house thousands 
of un­ 
fortunates 
and it is stated 
that the 
same misuse of food by unscrupulous 
and mercenary persons has been un- 
ca’ tiled there. 
An 
unfortunate happening

the day wa - the destruction of a num­ 
ber of houses in tho saved section on 
Van N e s s avenue. 
The blasting gang

No Reply From Taft. 


Chairman Phelan of the committee 
on finance said he had as vet received 
no reply to his telegram to Secre tary 
Taft asking what the relief committee 
might expect out of tile $2,600,000 ap­ 
propriated by congress. 
In 
the ab­ 
sence of such a reply, he assumes that 
this money will be available. 
Ho had information, however, that 
the $200,000 transmitted Saturday by 
Secretary Taft was given by him as 
president, of the National Red Cross. 
S ig n s of renewed Industrial activity 
are apparent 
in many parts 
of tile 
burned districts and the work of clear 
log away debris preparatory to rebuild­ 
ing is in progre is in a score of places. 
It is said that 
plans for thirty 
large 
buildings have been drawn and will lie 
submitted after now building laws are 
promulgated. 
The 
mayor notified 
the board 
of 
supervisors that lie would appoint a 
committee 
consisting of 
engineers, 
architects, builders and lawyers to pre­ 
pare plans for reconstructing the city. 
Street car lines are being extended 
in all directions and the United R ail­ 
ways has promised to give the people 
within a short time a better system of 
transit than that which existed before 
the fire. 


Returning to Normal Conditions. 


Shipping 
is rapidly returning 
to 
normal conditions. 
The Pacific Coast 
Steamship will hereafter run all its 
steamers on schedules in force before 
the disaster. 
According to the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange, the usual number of 
vessels are arriving. 
Naturally, how­ 
ever, there are many idle vessels in 
the harbor because of tile lack of car­ 
go. 
Numerous 
ships are 
leaving in 
ballast for the lumber ports, and soon 
heavily laden lumber carriers will be 
coming here in beets. 
The 
regulation against 
taking out 
foodstuffs 
Is still 
in 
force and 
the 
steamship Alameda, which sailed for 
Honolulu, carried 
little besides 
ma­ 
chinery and hardware. 
Tile Mongolia w ill soon sail with a 
similar cargo, going direct to China. 
Tile China, which is to leave May 5, 
will touch at Honolulu. 
Among the arrivals during the day 
was the steamship Curacao from Ma- 
zatlan, with a miscellaneous cargo. 
She brought little in the way of food 
stuffs. 
The first Australian mail since the 
earthquake is now due on the Ventura.

St. Petersburg, M ay I.— A member 
of Count W itte ’s fam ily says that the 
emperor had accepted W itte ’s resigna­ 
tion as premier. 


St. Petersburg, May I.— W hile the 
Associated Press is unable to confirm 
absolutely 
the story 
that 
Emperor 
Nicholas has accepted Prem ier W itte's 
resignation, 
it can 
be affirmed 
that 
Count W itte has again asked the em 
peror to choose between him and In­ 
terior M inister Durnovo. 
The corre­ 
spondent 
of the 
Associated 
Press 
called during the evening at tile pre­ 
m ier’s residence in the W inter palace. 
Count W itte was dining 
out and M. 
Vouitch, tile chief of the chancellery, 
was suspiciously evasive when ques­ 
tioned regarding the report. 
“ I can say 
nothing,’’ was 
all he 
would say. 
Rumors of Count W itte ’s retirement, 
coupled with tile assertion that the em­ 
peror would appoint him president of 
the council of the empire, have been 
current since Saturday. But they have 
been put in circulation so frequently 
that they have attracted little atten­ 
tion. especially in view of the fact that 
Count W itte 
was believed 
to have 
definitely downed his rival, M. Durno­ 
vo. 
It appears, however, 
that P re ­ 
mier W itte ’s enemies have been only 
shamming until the loan negotiations 
could be finished 
and that with the 
consummation of the loan the court 
intrigue for the overthrow of the pre­ 
mier w’as resumed. 
One 
of the chief points 
of Count 
W itte's strength was 
the emperor’s 
firm belief that no financial aid would 
be gjiven Russia by foreign bankers if 
the premier retired. 
W ith the loan 
made, Count W itte ’s enemies instantly 
set 
to work 
to convince 
Em peror 
Nicholas that W itte ’s 
usefulness was 
ended. 
The Associated Press is in a posi­ 
tion to state that Count W itte is ut­ 
terly disgusted with the turn of events, 
especially with the possibility that the 
emperor might not redeem his prom­ 
ise to dismiss M inister Durnovo before 
the assembling of parliament, and that 
within a few days the premier offered 
the emperor the alternative of Durno­ 
vo or himself. 
According to the story 
Emperor Nicholas is lending his ear to 
Prem ier W itte ’s foes, but instead cf 
permitting him to drop out of public 
life wants him 
to accept 
tile presi­ 
dency of the council of the empire, a 
position of dignity, hut, Rite the one 
he occupied when 
Plehve unhorsed 
him in 1903, without power.

bill and incident thereto the free dis­ 
tribution of seeds, which the bill does 
not provide for but which many mem­ 
bers desire to be restored to the bill. 
Immediately after the approval of 
Hie journal Mr. Olmsted of Pennsylva­ 
nia presented a resolution of thanks 
on behalf of the people of the United 
States to General Horace Porter, late 
ambassador to France, for his untiring 
efforts 
to discover and 
disinter the 
body of John Paul Jones. 
The resolu­ 
tion was unanimously adopted with a 
further resolution that 
General For 
ter’s speech recently delivered at An 
napolis on the occasion of the inter­ 
ment of the body of Am erica’s first ad­ 
miral should lie printed 
in the Con 
gressional Record 
and made 
a con­ 
gressional document. 
Eighteen pages of the agricultural 
appropriation bill were considered and 
perfected. 
The debate on the question 
of free seeds w ill be resumed early in 
the week and a vote is soon expected

Swindler Goes to Prison. 
Helena. Mont., May I.— After posing 
as Hay St atman! 
Baker, ti magazine 
writer, and claiming to be the mining 
representative of Rothschilds, as well 
as the husband of the wealthy widow 
of a former president of Argentine -all 
of which appears to have given him un­ 
limited credit—.I. P. Walker was dur­ 
ing tile day 
sentenced to 
the state 
penitentiary at Boulder to ten years 
for larceny and forgery. 


Mount Carmel, 
Pa., May 
I.—The 
first serious collision in the anthaclte 
coal region since mining was suspend­ 
ed April I, occurred here during the 
day between a mob of idle mine work­ 
ers and a platoon 
of the new 
state 
constabulary. 
It resulted in the injur­ 
ing of probably twenty men, three of 
whom will likely die. 
The police were 
attacked by several hundred foreign­ 
ers, who became incensed at the pres­ 
ence of the constables. 
They threw 
stones and otherwise endangered lives 
and when the crowd 
had swelled to 
thousands the constables fired. 
The 
riot caused great excitement in many 
mining villages, hut 
the territory is 
now' comparatively quiet. 
The day’s 
affair is the 
result of 
numerous attacks upon nonunion men. 
The attacks became so frequent that 
Sheriff Sharplcss of Northumberland 
county appealed to the state for help. 
Troop C, 
which was marching 
from 
Reading to Hazleton, was divided and 
half of 
the men, under 
Lieutenant 
Smith, were sent here, arriving during 
the morning. 


No Meals for Troops. 


When the troopers started out to get 
breakfast the diningroom girls refused 
to serve them at three hotels. 
A crowd gathered and closed in upon 
the state police, throwing stones. 
The 
troopers 
charged them 
and 
scattered them but not before several 
were hurt. 
Lieutenant Smith formed 
his 
men 
in line 
and threatened 
ti 
shoot if the mob renewed the attack 
Local leaders of the mine workers and 
the chief burgess, who is a member o 
the 
m iners’ 
union, 
persuaded 
the 
crowd to disperse, but as the troops 
marched away someone threw a stone 
which was 
followed by 
a shower of 
others. 
Lieutenant Smith wheeled his 
men about, gave the order to fire, and 
it is said sent three volleys into the 
mob before it broke and ran. 
The 
troopers 
continued 
to 
the 
Sayre colliery. Lieutenant Smith com ­ 
municated with state police hrrtdqun’’- 
ters at Pottsville and was ordered to 
hold his ground until reinforcements 
arrived. 
Local 
constables 
arrested 
Lieutenant Smith on the charge of as­ 
sault with intent to kill. 
He was held 
in $500 bail, 
which was 
furnished. 
Three foreigners were also held on the 
same charge.

demonstration 
planned for 
the day. 
Nevertheless, 
the Confederation of Labor headquar­ 
ters gave out a declaration that the 
demonstration 
will 
proceed, 
each 
trade pursuing its own course. 
The movement, 
however, appears 
to have lost heart, as its conspicuous 
figures are either in jail or have taken 
to flight.
